Being hereby warned that willful false statements and the like are punishable "by 
fine, imprisonment or both (18 USC1001) and may jeopardize the validity of any 
patent which issues on the above identified patent application, the undersigned hereby 
declares as follows. All statements made herein of the declarant's own knowledge are 
true, and all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true. 

I, Ronald C. Fish, was appointed attorney of record in the above identified patent 
application by the applicants in a Declaration For Patent Application signed by the 
inventors on 2/6/2004 (Exhibit A). The Declaration for Patent Application lists the 
undersigned's address as P.O. Box 2258, Morgan Hill, California. The undersigned has 
since moved, and the new address to be associated with the undersigned customer number 
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Dear Sir: 
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26717 was filed with a Private Pair Excel Spreadsheet listing all cases which were to 
be associated with the new address and customer number 26717 was filed on August 29, 
2004 (Exhibit B). The above identified patent application was one of the patent 
applications listed on the Excel Spreadsheet. 

The Declaration for Patent Application was never properly processed by the 
Patent Office such that the undersigned was listed as attorney of record. The undersigned 
knows this because in a telephone conference with the Electronic Business Center on 
July 11, 2005, the EBC employee looked up the USPTO record for the above identified 
patent application and found that no attorney was listed as attorney of record. Because 
the undersigned was not listed as attorney of record, the change of address for the above 
identified case was rejected, and all correspondence from the PTO has been sent to the old 
Post Office Box address of the undersigned in Morgan Hill. That P.O. Box gets checked 
infrequently, and that caused some of the delay in responding to the Notice Of 
Abandonment. 

The Notice of Abandonment mailed 5/12/2005 arose from the following 
circumstances. On May 10, 2004, a Notice to File Corrected Application Papers was 
mailed to the Morgan Hill P.O. Box requesting formal drawings. The undersigned 
responded by filing a set of formal drawings on July 22, 2004. Those formal drawings 
include four figures labelled Figures 2A, 2B, 2C and 2D. There is no Figure labelled 
just plain Fig. 2. Inadvertently, the Brief Description of the Drawings includes a 
description of Fig. 2 in a generic sense of what the individual figures Figs. 2A - 2D show 
but does not say Fig. 2 is comprised of Figs. 2A - 2D. 

OIPE apparently got confused by this and mailed a second Notice to File Corrected 
Application Papers on 8/26/2005 (Exhibit C). This Notice to File Corrected 
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Application Papers mailed on 8/26/2005 made a requirement regarding the drawings 
that was gibberish and did not say exactly what was wrong with the drawings. The 
undersigned received the notice, looked at the drawings, did not detect anything wrong 
and called the OIPE to find out what was wrong with the drawings. The undersigned spoke 
with Preston Wallace in OIPE shortly after receiving the Notice to File Corrected 
Application Papers mailed on 8/26/2005. Mr. Wallace looked at the patent application 
file and the formal drawings and did not detect anything wrong with the drawings and 
promised to withdraw the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers mailed on 
8/26/2005 as evidenced by the note written in the upper part of Exhibit C. 

Thinking Mr. Wallace was going to withdraw the Notice To File Corrected 
Application Papers mailed 8/26/2005, the undersigned did nothing to respond to this 
notice. Mr. Wallace did not withdraw the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers of 
8/26/2005, and, as a result, the above identified patent application went abandoned. A 
notice of abandonment was mailed 5/12/2005 to the old address. When the undersigned 
finally received it in late June 2005, the undersigned called Mr. Wallace and asked him 
what happened. He referred the undersigned to an OIPE supervisor by the name of 
Valerie Canard. Several calls to Valerie Canard to request her to withdraw the Notice to 
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File Corrected Application Papers of 8/26/2005 and reinstate the case went 
unreturned.
